SPEEDY ATLANTIO LINERS. 


EW CUNARD AND INMAN BOATS—A TALK WITH 
CARNEGIE. 


Lorpor, Oct. 24.—The construction of the 
‘huge shafts for the new Cunarders was be- 
this week by Vicker’s Sons & Co., 
ted, of Sheffield. Each shaft will be 
thirty-two inches in diameter, of which six 
inches is solid steel, the hollow core being 
twenty inches. Each vessel will carry two 
éxact duplicates of the Eutruria’s engines, 
each of them of 14,000 horse power. These 
engines are guaranteed to give a sustained 
speed of twenty-one knots in the open sea. 
and twenty-two and a half measured miles on 
the trial trip. Thefirst of the new vessels 
will be ready for itstrial trip one year from 
next December, the other, early in the year 
foliowing. The keels are already laid and 
the frames bent for both ships. Much greater 
speed could be obtained from these boats, if 
the Cunard people did not want them to 
carry a ven hundred cabin passengers, 
and at least F000 tons of freight. 

Mr. Andrew Carnegie, who returned from 
Paris last night, confidently predicts that 
before the unard boats have fairly 
got their speed the Inman Line 
will be out with two more 
fast boats, built on the Delaware River, Mr. 
Carnegie spoke very oracularly about the 
prospect, implying that he based his predic- 
tion or inside information which he was not 
at linerty to divulge. The difference of cost 
between building these boats in England and 
America would not, he said, be so great as 
many people think, The Inman Oo. would 
require very little encouragement from our 
Government before deciding to make the ex- 

ment. They wantto make their line en- 
American. 

The Government might assist them by de- 
vising some scheme to allow the City of Paris 
and the City of New York to sail under the 
American flag. ‘‘I believe,’’ said Mr. Car- 
negie, that we can build faster steamboats 
in America than they can here in Germany. 
Mr. Carnegie lunches with Herbert Spencer 
to-morrow and goes to Manchester Monday 
to hear John Morley address a free trade 

meeting. Morley will accompany Mr. Car- 
megie to Liverpool to see him off by the City 
of Paris on Wednesday. 

Mr, Carnegie says that the foreign manu- 
facturers whom he nas talked with are 
alarmed at the report thatthe World’s Fair 
buildings at Chicago will not be fireproof, 
and that it will, therefore, not be safe to 
send valuable exhibits. He says that this 
impression has taken sucha firm root that it 
is working serious injuries to the prospect 
of extensive foreign exhibits. Mr. Carnegie 
knew nothing about the details of this mam- 
moth iron tower hisfirmis building for the 
Exhibition, except that they would guaran- 
tee to finish it within six months after the 
contract was signed. It will take only 6,000 
tons of steels, which is a mere trifie to a con- 
cern with a capacity to turn out 600,000 tons 
monthly. 

When asked about Cooper and Hewitt and 
others coming to London to get British capi - 
tal to run their foundries, Mr. Carnegie re 
plied: I am delighted to hear of this. It 
practically removes competitors from other 
purely American firms.

TRIBUTE TO BRIGHT. 


JOHN MORLEY’S ADDRESS AT THE STATUE 
ERECTED IN ROCHDALE. 

LONDON, Oct. 24.—Mr. John Morley pre- 
sided atthe ceremony of the unveilingof a 
statue of John Bright at Rochdale. An enor- 
mous crowd had gathered to pay tribute to 
the departed oratorand statesman. After 
the unveiling Mr. Morley delivered to an 
immense audience in the town hall an elab- 
orate eulogy upon the great commoner. He 
held that the secret of Bright’s matchless 
oratory and of its power over the masses was 
the moral feryor beating like a pulse under 
the array of spoken words; warming political 
objects into moral objects,and sending a 
current of moral as likethe gulf stream, 
enriching political discussion, nourishing it 
and making it allve. It was during the civil 
war in America that men saw Bright’s high - 
est and greatest gifts at their best. The 
force of his vision and his hopes for the ad- 
vance of mankind were never more keen and 
masculine; the strength of his arguments 
never so massive and so exalted; the power 
of his language never so commanding and so 
pathetic as during that mighty struggle. 
Remembering the impression he made on the 
public opinion of his country at that moment 
was of supreme importance to the relations 
between England and the United States, we 
might well say that Bright was one of those 
who have turned the balance of great events. 

THE NAVAL EXHIBITION. 

The naval exhibition, facing on 
the Chelsea embankment, which, in spite 
of the wettest and coldest summer 
experienced ina generation, has proved to 
be the most successful show for years past, 
closes to-night. Some of the most interest- 
ing features of this display of maritime rel- 
ics and inventions will be sold at auction and 
otherwise, The handsome models of Her 
Majesty’s ship Victory, Admiral Nelson’s 
ship, on board of which he died at the battle 
of Trafalgar in 1805, when the British de- 
feated the combined French and Span- 
ish feets, is to be sold by the 
auctioneer. That will also de the fate, it is 
said, of the admirable model of the Hddy- 
stone light-house, and it is already reported 
that bidders from Chicago are going to make 
attempts to secure both these attractions. 
These reports have caused the Se. 
James Gasetie to make an editorial 
protest against the transfer of these histori- 
cal models to the Columbian Fair Grounds, 
during which that paper says: ‘‘Surely such 
things should be kept ina England,’’ coupling 
that remark with the suggestion that the 
model of the Victory should be removed to 
the grounds of the Greenwich Hospital. The 
management of the navalexhibition has been 
entirely inthe hands of naval officers who 
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_ A DEFROTIVE Gun. : 

A sixty-seven ton gun on board the 
armored vessel Howe has developed 
a defect in the inner tube similar to 
that in one of the big guns of the ironclad 
Anson, the flagship of the Channel squad- 
ron. The Admiralty is greatly exercised 
over the reported discoveries of defects in 
British guns. The incident causes intense 
anxiety generally, and tends to destroy all 
confidence in the worth of the naval arma- 
ment. The original cost of the gun in ques- 
tion was £14,000. The Howe is considered 
one of the most formidable vessels in the 
British navy. She carries ten guns, is of 10,- 
500 tons tonnage, and is of 11,500 horse power. 
She is commanded by Capt. Henry Boys, and 
is attached tothe Channel squadron. An in- 
vestigation will be promptly ordered. 

DREAD INFLUENZA. 


The dread influenza is again on its way 
westward, and a few cases are reported here 
among recent emigrants from the Continent. 
From one town in Silesia 500 cases are re- 
ported. Itseemsto be the opinion of those 
Dest able to judge that as the 
winter approaches the disease will again be- 
come epidemic here and in America. Ac- 
cording to the latest theory the deadly germ 
is propagated through the Russian churches, 
in an atmosphere which is breathed over and 
over again by the dirtlest and most distressed 
people in Europe. If this theory be correct 
the visitation of the plague this winter, with 
the famine in Russia toaggravate it, is likely 
be more severe than ever. 

LOOKING FOR CAPITAL. 

The advertising columns of the London- 
newspapers are crowded to-day with an ap- 
pealtothe British public to furnish capital 
foranother American enterprise. H. Her- 
man, furniture dealer of No. 868 Broome 
street, New York, and Evansville, Ind., asks 
for $800,000 capital to conduct his business, 
offering as an inducement the statement of a 
firm of accountants that the net profits of 
his concern for the past year were over 
$100,000. 

IN FINANCIAL CIRCLES. 

There is but little interest in financial 
circles for the present week. There has been 
little change in American securities and the 
close of the week found them firm. Some 
little excitement was caused here by the re- 
fusal of the Stock Exchange to hold open 
after the close of business hours for the bene 
fit of New York brokers. Asa matter of fact, 
however, it will make but little differ- 
ence because financial matters of 
importance, under the present rapid cable 
facilities, will always find their way to Wall 
street. There is a report that the harvest in 
France is very deficient, but the Bank of 
France, which at present holds a very strong 
position, does not seem inclined to part 
freely with its gold. It is intimated that the 
value of money, owing to the depressed con- 
dition of the harvests in France, Germany 
and Russia, must soon advance in price. It 
is fortunate for us that English interest in 
the foreign markets is at this time compara- 
tively slight, and is of a bearish character. 

TALK OF THE CLUBS. 

The recent experience, of London in the 
great Tooley street fire is something almost 
uncommon, even among the fire records of 
this city. The fire began on the morning of 
Oct. 56, and is still smouldering among the 
ruins to-day, and this is the nineteenth day 
that it has been burning. The losses have 
not yet been correctly estimated, but from all 
accounts they will be something enormous. 

A small scandal which has caused some an- 
noyance tothe German court circles has re- 
cently come to light. It is said that the di- 
rector of the bathing establishment at Horn- 
borg, which was patronized by the Empress 
Frederic and her daughters, has misappro- 
priated quite a large sum of money for which 
he has been sentenced to nine months im- 
prisonment by the civil court. 

The recent annual report of the German 
mercantile marine stands next to that of 
Great Britain. Thereis alsoto be found in 
this report the statement that the respective 
increase inthe production of raw materials 
in Great Britain and Germany is of striking 
importance. The figures commencing with 
the year 1880 are given up to the end of 1890. 
Atthe bnginningof the half century Great 
Britain produced 2,000,250 tons of raw iron, 
and Germany 280, 000 tons. In 1890 Great Brit- 
ain produced 8,000,000 and Germany 4.687. uo0 
tons. 

The London health authorities have re- 
ceived notice of an extensive outbreak of 
pleuro-pneumonia in South London. In one 
dairy alone fifty cows have been killed be- 
cause of their being affected by the diseare. 

The Rt. Hon. Geo. J. Goschen, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, has been ill since Thurs- 
day and is confined to his bed. His ailment 
is a severe throat trouble. 

Oct, 29 has been announced asthe date for 
the formal filing of nominations for Parlia- 
ment in North Kilkenny. 

The Theosophical Society people are cha- 
grined at Sir Edward Arnold's early de- 
parture for America, They had been mak- 
ing preparations to exploit him as one of 
their own sort, andto gain lustre from his 
reflected light.

HUNGER IN RUSSIA, 


PLANS TO RELIEVE THE NEEDS OF THE PERSE- 
CUTED JEWS. 


Lowpon, Oct. 24.—The appeal of the Russo- 
Jewish Committee for funds to relieve the 
immediate necessities of the victims of per- 
secution in Russia has already excited a 
great deal of benevolent interest 
in the Angio - Hebrew community. 
Some hopes are even entertained that 
the £106,000, which was raised as a result of 
the Mansion House meeting in February, 
1888, may be exceeded. The committee now

CHAMBER AGAIN 


And Oppose the Policy of the Government 
— Bocialism Growing Under the 
Kaiser's Tolerance—Conservative Fears 


Aroused—Commercial Union— Events 


in the Fatherland. 


BERLIN, Germany, Oct. 24.—The Reichstag 
will reassemble on Tuesday, Nov. 17, and the 
session will be opened by Emperor Will- 
lam in person, It can de predicted 
that the leading feature of the speech 
from the throne will be congratulations 
upon the formation of a commercial union 
between Germany, Austria and Italy. It is 
also expected that His Majesty will refer 
hopefully to the outcome of the pending ne- 
gotiations with other countries, looking to 
the widening of Germany's commercial sta- 
tions. 

It has been definitely determined that 
Prince Bismarck will again make his appéar- 
ance in Parliament. He has been in commu: 
nication with the leaders of the Consersatives 
and of the Reichspartei in regard 
to concerted action against both the internal 
and external policy of the Government, The 
lower grain tariff granted to Austria and the 
decrease in the wine duties given to Italy 
will be used by Prince Bismarck and his fol- 
lowers to induce Conservative support 
against the treaties. 

The recent success of the Socialists in elect . 
ing their candidates for the Landtags in Sax- 
ony and Baden have alarmed the Oonserva- 
tives, and are generally giviug rise to fears 
of the rapid growth of Socialism 
under a tolerant Emperor and his 
policy.

The Exposition managers offer 
the commission all the office room 
and storage space it. may require, 
rent free, in the Exposition Build- 
ing, and no such quarters can be found for 
it at any price elsewhere. Besides this 
great desideratum, the Exposition manag- 
ers also magnanimously offer the free use 
of the St. Louis Exposition’s accumu- 
lated lists and appliances for communicat- 
ing with exhibitors, together with a vast 
fund of information about procuring ob- 
tainable exhibits. 

There can be no question that the work 
of the commission can be pushed here 
more satisfactorily to its members and 
with better results for the State than at 
Jefferson City, Sedalia or Kansas City. 
The local advantage of having the office is 
a paltry consideration compared with 
common interest in the success of the com- 
mission, and those cities ought to join us 
in advising the members to locate the of- 
fice in St. Louis.

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UNIVERSITY AND PEOPLE. 


The lively interest awakened in St. Louis 
by the coming of a new Chancellor of 
Washington University is only what 
might have been expected of a city whose 
people have succeeded in establishing a 
system of public education second to none, 
in spite of obstacles which at times have 
seemed insurmountable. Education has 
been one of the chief concerns of this city 
and no one can say with justice that the 
people of St. Louis have neglected any op- 
portunity to acquire the best culture within 
their means. 

Washington University though nota pub- 
lic school, is yet a popular educational influ- 
ence and its worth has been too well demon- 
strated to admit of question. Itis an ob- 
ject of affection among the people who have 
watched its growth, and every citizen 
hopes some day to couple with affection a 
pride which shall not be apologetic 
or half hearted. In furthering this happy 
consummation no influence should be 
neglected or ignored by the university 
authorities, and perhaps the most fruitful 
source of healthy growth is a hearty sym- 
pathy between the college and the press. 
This seems to be Chancellor CHAPLIN’s 
view, if the remarks in the interview pub- 
lished in the Posr-Drsrarcz last Thursday 
may be taken as indicative of his settled 
convictions. Chancellor CHAPLIN on that 
occasion expressed some displeasure be- 
cause educational topics were not treated 
in the newspapers with the same fullness 
as are other subjects which seem to engage 
his interest. 

But a good understanding between the 
two cannot be secured as long as the one is 
placed in the position of a beggar for news 
and the other maintains an attitude of ex- 
clusiveness. If the university would get 
in touch with the people and secure the 
active, popular co-operation which is so 
much to be desired, the way is open 
through the press, and the Post-DiIsPaTcH 
offers its columns freely as an in- 
termediary between the college and 
the public. It will even abridge 
the accounts of prize-fights, suppress the 
suicides if necessary and do all else in its 
power to propagate ideas on education and 
disseminate news of educational progress. 


‘| But it should be remembered that the 


process of education is very inconspicuous, 
and ‘‘things do not happen’’ with start- 
ling frequency or violence within the walls 
of a college building, except when there is 
an outbreak of young America. What- 
ever is done there is quietly done. And if 
the people do not hear of it they 
cannot be expected to talk about it, 
nor can the press be expected to have a 
reporter dogging the Chancellor’s footsteps 
in anticipation of momentous events which 
may occur some time. Buta hint upon 
educational news will be sufficient to 
awaken the interest of the Post-DisPatcu, 
which engages to demonstrate the interest 
of the people. With this suggestion we 
leave the matter tothe good sense of the 
university authorities,

IT Is NOW TOO SMALL FOR A NATIONAL 
COUNCIL CHAMBER. — 


A New Problem Presented for Solution to 
Congress—Shall the Ratio of Repre- 


sentatives Be Reduced?—Col, Haines 


Relieved—Postal Oontract Lettings— 
Department News—Personal 


WasHInetron, D. C., Oct. 24.—It is not 
generally known that the hall of the House 
of Representatives, in the National Capitol, 
has almost outlived its usefulness as a coun- 
cil chamber for the members\ of the lower 
branch of Congress. Such is the fact, how. 
ever, and the problem has already presented 
itself, shall the number of Representatives 
be reduced or their meeting place be en- 
larged? 

Congress has been loth to consider any sug- 
gestion looking to a diminution of the mem- 
bership of the House, despite the well-known 
reality that itis an unwieldy and bulky body 
occupying a premises much larger in many 
respects than the English t Cham- 
dor. ' 

The last reappointment of Congressional 
districts will necessitate sucha change in 
the arrangements of the House as to en- 
compass almost the lobby room, or else the 
members will eventually be compelled to 
comfort themselves upon sofas or benches 
setting elbow to elbow. This subject has 
had the serious consideration of the architect 
ofthe Capitol building, Mr. Elward Clark, 
who in response to the resolution ofjthe Com - 


mittee on Ventilation and Acoustics, submit: | 


ted several plans, none of which have as yet 
matured in the House, ; 

Talking with Mr. Clark to-day your  corre- 
spondent obtained first the substance ofthe 
Congressional engineering. The select com- 
mittee named was invited to examine and 
report upon the practicability and cost of 
removing the partition and gallery on the 
south side of the Hall of Representatives, 
from the rear of the Speaker’s desk, 
and including the press, diplomatic and other 
desirable places of observation, located over 
the present lobby passage, so as to bring this 
latter passage within the bar of the House, 
and thereby obtain additional floor room for 
the halland light fromthe south end of the 
Capitol building. 

Mr. Clark then said that, in compliance with 
the directions of the committee, he had pre- 
pared pians of the Hall of Representatives, 
in relation to its rearrangement and the re- 
moving of so much of the partition and gal- 
lery at the south side of the same as would 
be practicabie to obtain additional floor room 
for the hall, which he submitted to the com- 
mittee, with the explanation that, while 
more desks were added to the right 
and left of the Speaker’s chair in the 
grand semicircle of desks, the Speaker 
himself would be removed fourteen feet fur- 
ther from the desks in front than he now is. 
Mr. Clark believed this plan would almost ex- 
clude the rear members from reaching the 
speaker with their voices. Another objection 
would be the glare of the light in the. faces of 
those members seated at the southern ex- 
treme of the hall. The cost of this work Mr. 
Clark placed at $7,000. 

The architect’s next proposition was to 
bring the front desks fourteen feet nearer the 
speaker and add desks to the rear semicircie, 
at a cost of $14,500, which would also require 
the reconstruction of the desk platforms, and 
the heating flues under the floor, a plan from 
which poor results would follow;the direct 
light in the eyes of the members being one of 
them, The final plan proposed 
by Mr. Clark was to leave the 
hall unchanged, and to. place 
a half-circle of twenty-four desks to the rear 
consuming the greater part of the space now 
used by members as anexercise and loung- 
ing lobby. The cost in this case would 
only $600, including the building of the plat- 
form to compiete the amphitheatrical ap- 
pearance of the chamber and give ropes ele- 
vation, and the inclosing of whole 
within a brass railing. This last suggestion 
of the architect was 8 the com 
mittee asthe only expedient and practical 
“an to adopt in order to accommodate ad 

itional members. Any other would turn the 
members of the press out in the cold’’ and 
lessen the observation galleries by four. 
While the last arrangement met with the 
committee’s approval it must come up in the 
Fifty-second Congress to be fully gone over 
and considered, and it will likely be adopted,

THE CIVIL SERVICE HAS REFORMED ONE POLIT- 
ICAL ABUSE, 

WasHIneTON, D. C., Oct. 24.—There were at 
one time half a hundred State clubs of a po- 
litical character maintained in this city by 
clerks and .officials of the various depart- 
ments. These clubs were prominently named 


and vied with each other in rendering finan- 
cial and other aid to the State and National 
candidates. There was the Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, New York, Virginia, West Virginia, 
Iowa, mmois and other associa - 
tions in membership of 
rsons whose legal residence was 
one of the States named. Their contribu- 
tions for association and campatgn purposes 
varied, 11 the salaries received by 
the members. $1,000 clerk ve from $10 
$20 an assessment, while the $2,000 em- 
ploye gave more freely.

But the plan did not workthat way. Wie- 
man & Oberbeck refused to ‘‘lay down’’ 
and kept hard at it, their wagons, under the

Then, 
it? is claimed, other tactics were 
adopted. The orders for macadam were 
rushed in so swiftiy that the ner firm was 
obliged to be a little slow in executing them. 
This was O’Meara’s opportunity, and at the 
last meeting of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, on complaint from Street Commis- 
sioner Murphy. and without notifying Wie- 
mann & Oberbeck that suchacharge had 
been made, the contract forthe ninth mac- 
adam district was declared forfeited and or- 
de red re-let by the board. 

BIDS FOR THE RE-LETTING. 

This was thought to sure that district’s 
reverting agaim to the combine.

SHOT BY ROBBERS. 


Leo Schuerman Attacked by Three Negro 
Highwaymen Last Night. 


HE RESISTED AND RECEIVED A BULLET 


The Attempted Robbery Occurred Early 
inthe Evening on Twelfth and Lynch 
Streetse—Schuerman’s Experience After 
the Schooting—Could Not Find the Bul- 
let—General Police News. 


A bold attempt at highway robbery, which 
came near resultingin a murder, occurred 
last night a little before 8 o’clock 
at Twelfth and Lynch streets. Leo 
Schuerman, aged 2, of 1431 South 
Broadway was held up by three negroes who 
attempted to rob him, and when he resisted 
one of them shot him through the leg. 

Schuerman is a butcher and is employed at 
the John Gewinner Steam Sausage 
Manufacturing Co. at 1431 South Broadway 
and rooms at the same place. Last night 
when his work was over, Schuerman, who is 
a handsome young fellow, started to 
see his sweetheart, who lives in the 
vicinity of where the shooting occurred. 
As he was passing Obert’s Brewery, Twelfth 
and Lynch, he was suddenly accosted by 
three negroes. There are a number of shade 
trees opposite the brewery and the shade 
renders the place quite dark. 

AT THE PISTOL’S POINT. 

One ofthe negroes caught him by the coat 
collar, while another poked a revolver in his 
face and demanded his money. Schuer- 
man is a small man, but very 
stout, of the athlete build. He had 
$20 in his pocket which he did not propose to 
giveup. Striking the revolver up with one 
hand, he struck the negro having him by the 
collar with the other, knocking him 
down. He then turned and ran, 
calling **watch.’’ The negro with 
the revolver fired one shot at the butcher 
and the three then ran north to Lami street, 
on which they turned east and took the 
Broadway cabie going north. 

Schuerman had started to run south on 
Twelfth street and kept on, though the 
ball had struck him in the calf of the right 
leg. Hearrived at his sweetheart’s house 
and informing her of what had occurred 
he started to find a physician, 
accompanied by the young lady. 
They visited two doctors’ residences without 
avail. One was out and the other had no in- 
instruments to probe for the bullet. The 
wound was becoming so painfulby this time 
that Schuerman started back. Leaving his girl 
at her house he proceeded as far as Obert’s 
brewery, where he stopped at the office. 

COULD NOT FIND THE BULLET. 

The brewery people had telephoned the 
Four Courts that a man had been robbed 
and killed. A squad was dispatched 
under charge of Sergt. Reedy, com f 
Detectives McGrath, O'Connell, 
and King and Officer Edward . 
Sergt. McMahan of the Soulard Street 
Station and Officer Flanger also started 
forthe scene. An ambulance was called and 
Schuerman was taken to Dr. Herman Wich- 
mann’s office at 1419 South Seventh street. 
Dr. Wichmann probed for the bullet, but 
could not find it, and Schuerman was then 
sent home. 

The negroes are described as wearing dark 
clothes and black slouch hats. The one hav- 
ing the revolver was about five feet 

or ten inches and the 

were about five feet six. 

Schuerman says he does not think he could 

identify them as he could not get a good look 
at them on account of the darkness. 


Antonio Marre Dying. 


Antonio Marre, who was so badly kicked 
and beaten on the morning of Oct. 8 by 
*Con’’ Ryan and ‘‘Billy’’ Murphy in 
his saloon, 8500 Easton avenue, was 
reported dying last night and is 


not expected to live through another day. 
Antonio Marre is one of seven brothers of that 
name and keepsa saloon on Easton avenue 
and Francis street 1 across the 
street from John 1. Murp y, father of Billy 
Murphy and father-in-law of Con Ryan. The 
son and son-in-law bore enmity toward 
Antonio and at 20’clock in the morning went 
into his saloon and ordered drinks. After 
swallowing them they refused to pay. An- 
tonio fearing a fight, said nothing, and now 
the pair encouraged by his apparent cow- 
ardice, beat and kicked him into uncon- 
sciouness. Ryan and Murphy were arrested, 
but were released on bond, given 
by John T. Murphy. A few days later when 
Antonio’s wounds began to trouble him, he 
was removed toSt. Vincent’s Hospital and 
since then has been failing. Ryan and Mur- 
phy were again arrested, asit was thought 
Antonio would die a few days ago, but Judge 
Claiborne again released them on the bond 
of J. T. Murphy. If Antonio dies of concussion 
of the brain to-day, as expected, his assail- 
ants will be rearrested on a charge of murder 
in the first degree. The police are surprised 
at the action of Judge Claiborne in releasin 

Murphy and Ryan on bond when a charge o 
murder in the first degree is momentarily ex- 
pected to be placed against their names, as 
Antonio is believed to be dying.

But the Trial Was Also a Victory for Mr. 
Ring. 

The jury in the $100,000 damage suit of Jas. 
J. Ring against the Armour-Cudahy Packing 
Co. of Chicago returned a ver- 
dict for the company last night. 
Mr. Ring was formerly the agent 


of the company and afterward gave up the 
agency and sold for them on commission. Still 
later he had a disagreement with them in re- 
gardtothe terms of a settlement, and the 
company had him arrested on a charge 
of embezzling $4,878.05.

A TERRIBLE CONSPIRACY. 


The True Story of the Dupont Powder Mill 
Explosion. 


WILMINGTON, Del., Oct. 4.—Edward Clark, 
Mary. Clark, his wife, and Joseph Clark, 
their son 15 years old, have been arrested 
and placed in the New Castle jail on a 
charge of causing the explosion of 


Dupont’s 33 mill a year ago, by which 
explosion fifteen lives were lost, thirty people 
wounded and yon dwellings wrecked. The 
explosion is said to have been one act ofa 
conspiracy against the Duponts in which 
the Clarks were concerned, he story of the 
conspiracy is this: About three years ago 
Gen. Henry Dupont, the head of the

After 
his death, many old workmen were dis- 
charged. They swore vengeance. 
In 1889 a big rn was burned 
down. In 1890 another barn was 
burned, Oct. 7, 1890, occurred the fearful 
explosion at the works, in which fifteen per- 
sons were killed.

TURK DEFEATS JOE AFTER TWENTY- 
FIVE MINUTES OF FIGHTING. 
> 
— — 


The Contest Witnessed by a Large Delega- 
tion of Sports—The Big Dog Refuses to 
Score After the First Turn-—Turk’s 
Record in the Pit and His Pedigree. 


One of the most important dogfights that 
has occurred in St. Louis for years took place 
last night at a resort removed from the busi- 
ness center of the city. The fight was for $100a 
side and the contestants were Frank Kel- 
ly’s Turk and Tom O’Donnell’s Joe, the 
former being considered one of the 
best fighting dogs in the West. 
Early in the evening the police re- 
ceived information that there wasa big dog 
fight on the

it was to be held. About one hundred sports 
of low and high degree witnessed the contest. 
Turk, whois a white dog, weighed 33 or 34 
pounds, while Joe, who is yellow, tipped the 
scale at just forty-two pounds. Notwith- 
standing the difference in weight, however, 
Turk, on account of his record and breeding, 
was a favorite in the betting from the start. 

Owing to the vigilance of the police the 
place of holding the fight had to be changed, 
and it was just 11:50 when the dogs were 
turned loose at each other. Turk is 80 
vicious an animal that Kelly did not 
care to handle him for fear of being bitten, 
and a veteran dog and chicken fancier agreed 
to perform that office, A young friend of the 
owner of Joe handled the yellow dog. 

THE FIGHT BEGINS. 

When the muzzles were, removed and the 
dogs were released they sp t each other: 
and met in the middle of the pit. In an in- 
stant th were on their hind legs strug- 
ling for a hold, The yellow dog 
had weight and strength in dis 
favor and throw his adversary to the ground. 
For an instant he had Turk by the neck, but 
soon lost his hold and after being 
rolled Over once or twice the 
little dog planted his fangs in 
Joe’s neck. This hold he maintained for 
about a minute, when by his superior 
strength drew away from him ane again 
rolled him over. Several times Joe 
got hold of Turk’s neck, but he 
was unable to retain his hold and the little 
white canine always escaped him. For the 
first six or seven minutes ofthe battie Joe 
apparently had the advantage, despite 
the, fact that he could not Keep 
his hold. The white dog was 
constantly on the ground, but several times 
he got his teeth imbedded in his big adver- 
sary’s neck, and every time held on for a while 
before Joe could get away from him. All the 
while the big yellow dog was exerting himself 
while Turk was merely on the defensive. 

NECK HOLDS. 

Both dogs had been catching neck holds 
almost exclusively. The big dog had shown 
conclusively that he could not retain a hold, 
while the little dog held on like a demon, 
and, despite his inferior strength, showed 
himself much the cleverer fighter. Although 
on the ground all the time, he almost invari- 
ably had the hoid on the other dog, and 
ha him by the neck, where it 
was affecting his wind. Turk 
tried a number of times for Joe’s legs, but 
the big dog was clever in guarding them, and 
kept them out of the little fellow’s reach. 
At the end of nine minutes the bi 

dog began to show, signs of tiring an 

Turk made an effort to throw him, but after 
a brief struggle abandoned the attempt and 
contented himself by hanging onto the yellow 
canine’s neck. When the dogs had been fight- 
ing sixteen or seventeen minutes Joe began 
blowing very hard, and although he caught 
two or three good holds of Turk’s ear and cut 
the little fellow’s face some the white dog 
had the battle pretty much his own way 
from that time on. At the end of twenty 
minutes he was throwing the big fellow 
about, and the yellow dog, who was puffing 
like a porpoise, showed signs of having 
enough. He could not get away from Turk, 
however, At the end of twenty-five 
minutes it was agreed to give the 
animals a turn. After being refreshed with 
water they were set down, but Joe had 
enough. He would not face the little white 
canine, who was clawing the ground to get 
at him. The fight was then awarded to 


Turk. 
TURK’S RECORD. 

Turk is a delicate dog. but contains the 
choicest strains of fighting blood and is con- 
sidered one of the best dogs of his weight in 
the West. This was his fourth battle 
and he has won them all with 
ease. whipping Big Mickey, 
quite a noted dog,’ Turk was matched 
against a celebrated dog at Fort Worth, 
Tex., and was taken to that place. He 
won the battle. About eight months ago he 
defeated Jack here 2 last night’s contest 
his fourth fight. He is by Tom Kelly’s 
dog Napper who was imported from England 
by a business man of Ft, Worth, Tex. Turk’s 
mother, Watch, is also owned by Tom Kelly, 
5 & whom the dog was bred. She is by 
Chuck, who whipped, Paddy Rohan’s cele- 
brated Jack years ago, and Ohuck was 
a son or St. Louis Bob who 
was considered the greatest fi nting do 
in America in his day.’ Turkis a brother o 
Soldier, who killed Cockney Charley’s great 
dog, Pilot, at Louisville, Ky.,in a fight for 
$2,500a side. The battle lasted two hours and 
forty minutes. the fighting dog 
of the late John . Clow 
the Denver pugilist, is another brother of 
Turk. Patsy won eleven fights without ever 
sustaining defeat, and killed nine of the dogs 
he met. His last fight he won after 
both his legs had been broken. Frank Brosz, 
who is thoroughly familiar with Turk’s 
breeding and record considers him one of the 
greatest dogs of his weight in America.

TALES OF WEST POINT 


STORIES TOLD OF THE CADET LIFE OF 
DISTINGUISHED OFFICERS. 


The Late Ronald S. Mackenzie az a Plebe 
-The Old Time Stock—A Stickler for 
Regulation Uniform — As Good as 
Granger Had at Home. 


Among the most noted cadets who gradu- 
ated during the war was Ronald 8. MacKen- 
zie of the class of 1862. Although but 21 years 
of age at the time he left the Academy, 
within three years he had won the stars of a 
Major-General, had done splendid service 
under Sheridan, one of whose most dashing 
and trusted lieutenants he was, and while 
scarcely more than a boy was recognized as 
one of the most promising officers 
in the army. He constituted 
one of the famous trio, the 
„three M's, as they were called in the 
army, and was its youngest member. Mer- 
ritt, Miles and MacKenzie were generous 
rivals on the field of battle, were noted for 
their daring and martial spirit, and at the 
close of the rebellion were among the most 
active officers engaged in the Indian warfare 
on the plains, in which, during the ten years 
from 1866 to 1876, more officers lost their lives 
than fell in the English army during the 
Crimean war. 

MACKENZIE AS A CADET. 
MacKenzie was a 
man on the day upon which 
he entered the Milftary Academy. 
Instructors and cadets alike were anxious to 
see the son of Capt. Alexander Slidell Mac- 
Kenzie, who had gained national notoriety by 
his stern action in hanging at the yardarm 
young Spenser, the son of the Secretary of 
War, and two seamen found guilty by a 
court-martial of mutiny and an attempt to 
capture the brig Somers and transform that 
vessel into a pirate. Capt. MacKenzie had 
afterwards gained much reputation as an 
author. It was known that his 
son had been his constant companion, 
and much curiosity was felt as to what man- 
ner of man he was. Hesoon gave his fellow 
cadets an opportunity of judging of his met- 
tle. At that time the old-fashioned stock 
was part of the West Pointuniform. This 
was made of leather, and when new was a 
true instrument of torture, its stiff folds 
producing upon its unfortunate wearer very 
much the effect of the Spanish garrote. Age 
had the same mellowing influence upon 
these articles that it has upon wine, an d an 
old stock, softened by long use, was regarded 
as a veritable treasure. 

A FIGHT FOR A STOCK. 

Young MacKenzie was given one of these by 
a friend of the qraduating class. Shortly 
after he entered the upper class men began 
their regular course of hazing, and visited 
MacKenzie. The first man who entered was 
a huge fellow from Michigan, and he at once 
seized MacKenzie’s stock, declaring that no 
plebe could have so comfortable an article.

BURNED TO DEATH. 


Western Road in Alabama. 


A LONG FREIGHT TRAIN DASHES ACROSS 
A BURNING TRESTLE. 


The Conductor and a Flagman Loge Their 
Lives—Fatal Runaway Accident—Loss 
of the Steadfast— The Red-Wing—A 
Carpenter’s Miraculous Escape—Oys- 
ter-Boat Hands Drowned. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Oct. 2%.—The worst 
wreck that has ever occurred inthe history 
ofthe Columbus & Western Rallroad hap- 
pened this morning at Hachett Creek, sixty- 
five miles east of this city. An fron bridge 
spans thecreek and on each side isa wooden 
trestle. Train No, 4, a freight of thir- 
teen cars, loaded with coal,and a caboose, 
in charge of Conductor R. W. Rice and Engi- 
neer S. D. Hendricks, was due at the creek at 
6 o0’clock. As Engineer Hendricks went round 
the curve within less than 100 feet of the 
trestle with his train at full speed, he was 
horrified to see that the trestle was on fire. 
It was too late to stop the train or 
to jump for his own fe, 80 he 
pulled the throttle wide open and dashed 
across the trestle. It was a daring under - 
taking, but the engine and two cars got 
safely across. While the third car was cross- 
ing the burning trestle gave way and it and 
one of. the other cars tumbled into the 
sea of flames. Conductor R. W. Rice and 
Flagman L. R. Crawford, who were in the 
caboose went down and were burned to death 
in the wreck. Engineer Hendricks came 
back, after stopping his engine, and in his 
efforts ty rescue the men fell from the trestle 
and was badly hurt. The coal added to the 
fury of the fames and the train and entire 
trestle were burned. 


STRUCK ON THE ROOKS. 


LOSS OF THE NEW AMERICAN BARKENTINE 
STEADFAST. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 24.—A mirage in 
the Carribbean Sea was the cause of the total 
loss of the new American barkentine Stead- 
fast while bound from Port of Spain to Phila- 
delphia with a cargo of street paving asphalt.

The tops of the mount- 
ains seemed to be inverted, the tall cocoa- 
nuts appearing to grow from sky to earth. 
The sugar-grinding mills were pouring their 
smoke dowfiward andthe workmen working 
upside down. The Steadfast was kept under 
easy sail and perfect control. Everything 
went well untila grinding sound was beard, 
and a sudden tremor went through the ship. 
The vesselcrashed over the reefs and was 
soon fast on the rocky shore, where her 
wreck still remains. The mirage made the 
island appear twenty miles away. 


THE WRECKED REDWING, 


CREW OE THE FISHING SCHOONER BELIEVED TO 
HAVE BEEN DROWNED. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 2%.—Nothing 
furtner has been learned up to this afternoon 
regarding the fate of the crew of the fishing 
schooner Redwing of Noank, Conn., which 
was — Thursday night off Indian River 
Inlet. As announced in these dispatches last 


night, two bodies were washed ashore, but 
their identification cannot yet be positively 
established. 

Vickers of the Indian River Life-Sav- 
ing Station, who is the correspondent of the 
ems A Evening of Wilmington, Del., tele- 
graphed to that paper this afternoon that he 
has tound six dories belonging to the 
schooner Redwing, and that her 
crew, probably numbering twelve or 
fourteen men, all of whom were probably 
drowned, Capt.Vickers says that he with his 
crew started about 8 o’clock Thursday night 
for the wreck, which was about five miles 
off. They struggled down the beach in the 
storm, crossed Indian River Inlet and arrived 
atthe scene ofthe wreck about 10 o’clock, 
The schooner was foundin the breakers bot- 
tom up, fast goin to pleces and no survivor 
to be seen. The Captain in his dispatch says 
nothing about the finding of the two bodies. 


THE OYSTER AND ITS VICTIMS. 
BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 24.—The frightful re- 
sults of the custom of the owners of oyster 
boats to ship any person they can lay hands 
on always becomes apparent upon the return 


ofthe vessels from a cruise down the bay. 
The hardships Of dredging are so fearful that 
one experience is generally sufficient, and 
the victim is glad enough to escape with his 
life. The consequence is that the crews are 
generally novices, who know nothing of run- 
ning a ‘‘bug-eye’’ or dredging for oyters, 
and this ignorance makes the hazardous la- 
bor all the more dangerous.

Russia's Recent Movements in the 
Pamir Plateaus.

THE CELESTIAL EMPIRE READY TO 
MAINTAIN HER RIGHTS. 


Backed by England the Peking Govern- 
ment Will Not Be ightened by the 
Cczar’s Bluster—Why the Muscovites

LonDoN, Oct. 24.—St. Petersburg advices 
leave no doubt that Russia is preparing to 
follow in the Pamir @ifficulty the course 
which she pursued in 1885, when her en- 
croachments on the Afghan boundary were 

Wetected and obstructed by England. En- 

gland gave notice of war by marshaling her 

Indian forces where they could promptly 

cash to the assistance of the Afghans, and 

the Ameer, thus reinforced, boldly faced the 

Russian aggressors on his boundary. Seeing 

nat England really meant war, the Ozar di- 
rected his officers to withdraw from Afghan 
territory, and went through the form of rep- 
rimanding one or two of them. Then a com- 
mission was appointed to deliminate the dis- 
puted frontier, and all was quiet in that di- 
rection. It has since been revealed that what 
the Czar secretly reprimanded his officers 
for was that they had not taken Herat 
pefore the English found them out. The 
-ussiams are now going through the same 
farco inthe Pamir. They have been quietly 
stealing Chinese territory, in menacing con- 
tiguity to British India, and have been found 
out before they got far. First they talked 
war and blustered in the Novoe Vremya about 
what England mightexpect if she interfered. 
Now they find that China is ready to fight in 

efense of her rights and that England is 
prepared to act with China. So Russia again

Secretary Blaine Returns to Look After 
the Affairs of State.

HIS ARRIVAL AT WASHINGTON AFTER A 
LONG VACATION. 


The Secretary of State Says He Is a Well 
Man, But Thinks It Will Be a Difficult 
Thing to Make Some People Believe 
It-—Reciprocity Will Be the Subject for 
Firat Attention. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. A.- Secretary 
Blame returned to the national capital this 
evening on the train which left New Tork at 
10 a. m. to-day. He left his home at Augusta 
Wednesday morning, stopping Wednesday 
night at Boston and spending the interval in 
New York City. 

Secretary Blaine left New York for Wasn - 
ington at 10:30 o’Gliock this morning on the

| Sylvania road. He was accompanied by his 
wife, his daughter, Mrs. Walter Damrosch, 
and his private secretary, L. A. Dent. 

The New York Republican State Committee 
last night gave up the hope of securing Mr. 
Blaine for a speech.

Husted, but Mr. Blaine declined positively to 
enter the State campaign. 

He told Gen. Husted that he stopped off in 
New York to get a little rest and to see his 
daughter, and that he was not going to do 
anything else while here. Before leaving 
this morning he received a few members of 
the State committee, but there was nothing 
Uke a public reception. 

AT THE STATION. 

The arrival of Mr. Blaine at the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad station was witnessed by a 
large crowd of people familar with his ap- 
pearance in health and anxious to note for 
themselves his present condition. The peo-

own account, and it in a very nice question 
how far we may elaborate the trimming and 
keep on the right side of taste. By elabora- 
tion we do not make the ornament serve any 
better the main use of ornament—the preser- 
vation of the edge and the fastenings of the 
fold, and therefore dy elaborating we do not 
enhance taste; but we may thus add to beauty 
if we are careful in the proress not to let the 
ornament lose its character or subordination 
to the garment. Ap elaborate dress when 
art has made it is a thing of joy, but an elabo- 
rate dress which ts not a work of art is merely 
over-trimmed. If the ornament is er- 
conspijuous taste is best, and we have pro- 
duced not beauty but vulgar display. 

Here: the danger. There is little chance 
to err in taste onthe side of simplicity. A 
binding where a binding is needed is an orna- 
ment which can never be anything but in 
taste; a simple band ora single fret answers 
all the purpose of a border; but when we add 
fret to fret and band to band, we are on dan- 
gerous ground and may be sacrificing taste 
without gaining beauty. But the charms of a 
judicious enrichment are worth running 


risks for. 
WHAT GUIDE IS THERE? 


One general rule covers all others. How- 
ever much the ornament is enriched it must 
never appear an end in itself, but always 
keep its character as a thing of service, as an 
accessory to the garment. The elaborate 
parts of a border must appear as one whole, 


a untt, and the unit must Keep its due pro- 


‘portion to the rest of the garment. For ex- 
ample, if several parallel bands are used 
they must be so piaced im relation t 
each other, and the garment, as to seem 
one band made up of many strands. This is 
done by making the space between them less 
than their own width, and seting that their 
combined width ts in such proportion to the 
rest of the garment asa border should have, 
There cannot be many borders to an edge, 
but only ome border,and if they do not an 
together perform the function of one band, 
then all beyond the one will look superfluous. 
Yet nothing is more commonthan to see 
trimmings multiplied without any thought of 
functional relation to the garment, spread 
almiessly over too much ground, without 
character. 

Elaborations must not strike the ere and 
show themselves all at once. At the fret 
glance let the border convey simply the im- 
pression that K a border, and let the m- 
trinsic beauties of embroideries, or textures, 
or forms, reveal themselves on search, as 
the richest color lies in the heart of 
a rose.

How the Conditions Have Prevailed in 
Wheat, Corn, Oats, Flour and Cotton— 
Items of Interest From the Floor and 
the Street. 


The principal bull argument in wheat now appears 
to be, The market is badly oversold and the shorts 
will be driven in. Because that was the programme 
prior to a week or so ago, there are a good many who 
believe that it will so continue ad infinitum and also 
(to the shorts) ad nauseum. Really the market has 
been acting of late very muth as though the reverse 
was the case, and that instead of being badly over- 
sold the market was badly overbought and the longs 
pulling every string to preventa break that would 
shake them out. Nearly all the old scare-crows have 
been kept to the frontand put through their paces 
daily to alarm the shorts and start them to covering, 
but so far all efforts towards that end have been dis- 
mal failures. Russia’s prohibition of exports has 
been the chief scarecrow, though war news 
that never panned out was lugged in occasionally. 
neither doing more than hoid sellers off or create a 
sharp demand for calls to protect short lines over 
night. The fact is, too much actual wheat is in sight 
and coming into sight, and too little going out of thig 
country and into consumption to give us real bull 
markets, and unless the present conditions change 
most materially a further decline in price seems al- 
most inevitable. The trade at large has lost all re- 
spect for such influences as lately were so powerful 
in their effect. They see rapidly accumulat- 
ing supplies everywhere, sa demand that dy 
no means can cope therewith, the close 
of navigation rapidly drawing near and stag- 
nant speculation. They believe New York and the 
foreigners areloaded up with large lines of long 
wheat they would like awfully well to get rid of, and 
the professional speculative feeling is growing more 
and more bearish. Early in the week it looked very 
much as though the market was going straight down 
to 90c, Dec. selling off to gane and May to $1, but 
since them it has reacted about e., though sub- 
ject to violent fluctuations and advances hard to 
maintain.

HOW THEY MADE A DEAL IN THE SIX- 
TEENTH DISTRICT. 


‘Beating Col. Ferriman Out of the Olney 
Post-Office—Meeting of the F. M. B. A. 
at Springfield—Resolutions Adopted— 
Knights of Pythias—Irish Republicans 
—Illinois Newa. 

SPRINGFIELD, II., Oct. 2.—The worst 


break in the Republican management of pol- 
itics in Illinois has just been made by the re- 


. fusal of United States Senator Cullom to give 
the Olney Post-office to Col. Charles Ferri- 


fan. Ferrimanis a man who for the past 
twelve or fifteen years has been a powerin 
his party and in the Sixteenth Congressional 


. District. He has not only given his time and 


attention to the election of the ticket, but 
opened his pocket - 
and took off, his coat 
in every campaign. On several 
occasions he has politely asked for recogni- 
tion, and has been promptly told that he 


has uniformly 


could not have it, and he has always replied: 


**All right, boys, give it to the other fellow, 
and invariably looks pleasant. This time his 
request was very mild. He simply asked for 
the Olney Post-office, an appointment to 
which a very small salary is attached. 
Senator Cullom and John Tanner could not 
refuse a crum of this size, and they volun- 
teered without hesitation or mental reserva- 
tion to pledge Ferriman that he should have 
the little plum. 

‘Indeed Mr. Cullom signed a very strong 
paper of rec Later, however, 
a man named Frye appeared and said to Oul- 
lom and Tanner: ‘‘Iaman editor; I have an 
organ at Olney. Tou will need me in the 
campaign next year, and I need the Post- 
office.”* 

The Senator immediately changed front 
and consulted with Tanner. They talked 
over the situation, and inasmuch as Judge 
Bob Fritchey, editor of the rival Republican 
sheet at Olney, has-been disposed to scorch 
the Cullom-Tanner party, they came to the 
conclusion that they needed an organ there, 
even if it was not more than a mouth organ 
or a French harp. Se they sent for Frye, and 
to be brief, traded the post-office for his 
paper’s influence. 

The Sixteenth Districtis charged with a 
Democratic majority of less than 1,000, and 
has been flercely fought by the Republicans 
inthe past. But the Senatoriai district is 
Republican by a safe margin. The only Dem- 
ocratic Senator that hasever been elected 
was Judge Bob Hannaof Fairfield. Senator 
Hagle’s successor isto be chosen next year, 


and the Democrats express their ability to. 


beat any man the Republicans can put up. 
The district has been Republican largely 
through Ferriman and his friends. 

The split is one that will not be healed be- 
fore the next campaign, and possibly never. 
Johh Tanner is blamed as much as Cullom 
the people knowing that the appointment of 
a postmaster in his district would be left to 
But the most interesting part 
of the proceedings and the part which dis- 
closes Mr. Cullom’s treachery is found in this 
story: It is stated Senator Cullom, Mr. Fer- 
riman, Mr. Frye and three other gentlemen 
were in room 51 at the Leland Hotel in this 
city the night that Ferriman presented 
his recommendation to Mr. Cunom 
for his signature. These gentlemen 
say that the whole subject was canvassed, 
and it was agreed that Ferriman’s appoint- 
ment would be good politics and the best 
thing to do. They say they saw Mr. Oullom 
take the pen, sign the recommendation, fold 
it up, put it. in an envelope, seal and stamp it 
and place it safely in his pocket. Cullom 
subsequently told different persons that the 
matter was settled—that he had recommend- 
ed Ferriman. It is now stated that Mr. Cul - 
lom never forwarded, nor allowed to be for- 
warded, that recommendation. “ 

THE FARMERS IN COUNCIL, 

The Illinois F. M. B. A. has held another 
annual meeting, and, as was predicted some 
months ago by officers of the organization, it 
seems to be growing beautifully less. 
Some ofthe highest officers say that the de- 
crease is from 62,000 last year to something 
over 16,000. while other officers say it is not 
nearly so much of a falling off. Certain it is 
that such members as A. J. Streeter, Repre- 
sentatives Moore and Cockrell and other 
prominent farmers were conspicuously ab- 
sent at the meeting this week. Many others 
are preparing tocut loose, some have declared 
in advance that they will not be here next 
year. It was noticeable that Judge Lindiy, 
who has admirably filled the office of Presi- 
dent fortwo or three terms, positively de- 
clined are-election.

The Coming Year Promises to Be Exceed- 
ingly Brisk in This Particular Line of 
Improvements — Effect on Property 
Values—Prospects of the Market. 


The week’s transactions in realty has been 
marked by some transactions of more than 
ordinary importance, both in the sale of 
property for new industrial enterprises and 
in promoting the construction of large down- 
town commercial buildings. Several large 
pieces of suburban property have also 
changed ownerships, the purchasers in- 
tending to subdivide them for residence pur- 
poses.

This is particularly true with 
regard to construction of large commercial 
structures, for when capital shows its faith 
in the stability of future values 
by putting money into enterprises 
of that character, the effect of such confi- 
dence is reflected upon real estate from the 
center to the circumference of thecity, and 
out into and beyond the suburbs. 
IN THE BUSINESS CIRCLE. 

With prosperity in the business center, a 
demand for residence and manufacturing 
property increases, and values grow cor- 
respondingly in every section, just as the 
county at large is benefited by beautiful 
crops and a flush money market. 
The experienced business man  under- 
stands this, and considering the down town 
buildings under way, others about being 
contracted for, and still others for which 
plans are now being made, there is every 
reason to believe that more heavy building 
will be commenced in St. Louls next year 
than during any twelve months of its his- 
tory. There has been but few large build- 
ings undertaken this year. Those under way, 
the new City Hall, the Security Building at 
Fourth and Locust, nearly completed; the 
Wainwright building at Seventh a Chest- 
nut, the Polytechnic building at Ninth 
and Locust, the Globe uilding 
at Sixth and Pine, were each of them com- 
menced before the year opened. Only two 
large buildings, started this year, are now 
under way. One is the Chapman building, 
on the east side of dway, between Pine 
and Olive streets, which will cost over $200, - 
000, and the other is the new High School 
building on Grand avenue. Other large edu- 
cational and eleemosynary Duildings might 
be included in this list to indicate the build - 
ing progress, but as they do not properly be- 
long to the commercial class they are 
omitted.

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BUILDING ASSOCIATIONS. 


AN INTERESTING MEETING OF THE STATS 
LEAGUE—SEOCRETARIES’ REPORTS. 

At the regular monthly meeting of the 
Building Association League of Missouri, last 
Friday evening, there was quite a large at- 
tendance and much interest manifested in 
the proceedings. President Stewart says 


there were fifty members present, and ten 
new names were added to the roll. 

The principal address of the occasion was 
delivered by A. A. B. Woerheide, whose 
theme was amendments to the statutes for 
the control of building associations. It was 
the speaker’s opinion that no charter should 
be issued to an association until ft had 
and received its first paymentupon at least 
500 shares ofstock. He advocated the frais- 
ing of a special fund to meet association ex- 
penses. For the purpose he proposed a spe- 
clal assessment equivalent to 5 per cent upon 
monthly payments and dues on stock, and 
beyond that amount the expenses should 
not be permitted to go. Re- 
gardin semi-annual statements, he 
claimed that it was not sufficent that they 
should simply be signed by the Secretary. 
They should signed and sworntoby t 
President and Secretary, and attested 
three directors; the same as a regular ban 
statement. Mr. Woerheide did not give much 
encouragement tothe idea of sappointinga 
State Examiner to investigate association 
books and accounts. 


At the conclusion of his remarks the league 


resolved that it would, forthe sum of a 
year, appoint three expert examiners from 
its membership whose duty it would to in- 
vestigate the books of any association ap - 
ing for such service, with the understandin 
that the result of such investigation shoul 
not only be reported tothe association apply 
ing for the work,but to the Bullding Associa- 
tion League of Missouri also. 

The wpinion prevails that this is the best 
plan that coul ssibly be adopted to ascer- 
tain and establish the financial standing of 
any of the associations.

EX-TREASURER WOODRUFF, 


The Indictment Against Him Sustained 
and the Case Ordered Tried. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., Oct. 24.—Judge Lea to- 
day rendered a decision in the demurrer in 
the Woodrum case, which he has had under 
advisement since Tuesday. He overrules the 
demurrer on all points except one, in which 
the indictment sets forth that the Treasurer 
should have made settlement with the Legis- 
lature. The Judge holds that the settlement 
made with the Auditoris sufficient; he di- 
rects that the trial of ex-State Treasurer 
Woodruff begin on Monday, Oct. 2, under 
the first and third courts in the indictment, 
which charge embezzlement and converting 
money belonging to the State to personal 
use.

JAMES d. BLAINE, DEPENDANT. 


A Hollander Wants to Realize on a Con- 
federate Bond Investment. 

BALTIMORE, MG., Oct. 24.—When the train 
bearing Secretary Blaine from New York to 
Washington thundered into Union Station, it 
was greeted by a Government official, 
who was very anxious to meet the Secretary. 
This was United States Deputy Marshal 
Davis, and in his inside pocket was a writ 
summoning Secretary Blaine, as the ‘succes- 


sor of Secretary Seward, to appear as defend- 
ant in a suit which was docketed in the 
United States in January last. The plaintiff is 
Jacques Van Raalte, a resident of Rotterdam, 
Holland, who thought he was making a good 
investment during the Civil War 
by buyin at their full value 
$125,000 worth of negotiable coupon bonds 
issued by the Southern States, Seward’s 
proclamation declaring all debts and obliga- 
tions incurred in aid of the rebellion illegal 
and forbidding the payment of the same, 
madeit rather difficult for Van Raalte to 
realize and he now wants Uncle Samto pay. 
This was the first time Secretary Blaine came 
within the jurisdiction of the court since the 
institution of the suit and it was regarded as 
a splendid chance to serve the writ. When 
Marshal Davis boarded the train, however, 
he found the door securely locked and was 
informed that Secretary Blaine, who was 
quietly sleeping inside, had given orders that 
he was not to be disturbed.

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THERECORD BROKEN 


All Previous Bicycle Work Eclipsed by 
William Martin. 


\ , 
CLOSE THE GREAT SIX DAYS’ RACES 
AT EW YORK. 


The Winner Scored 1,466 Miles—Is J. 
Albert Sailing Under an Alias?—Twelve 
Men Started and Half That Number 
Finished—Mishaps, Incidents and De- 
tails. . 


New Yorn, Oct. 2.—The big six-day 


bicycle race is over. William Martin ot De- 
troit, held the lead untilthe finish. He 
covered exactly 1,4664-10 miles, beat- 
ing the previous world’s record 
by 614-10 miles. When the interesting 
contest wound up the Madison Square Gar- 
den was crowded to its fullest capacity. The 
throng of spectators applauded the winner, 
the band played see the Conquering Here 
Comes, and the Detroit youth scarcely 
knew whether he was afoot or on a bicycle for 
a time. The contestants in the big race 
left the track soon after the final 
score was announced. The crowd remained 
to see Prince and Hornell, It was a great 
race, more exciting, perhaps, than any of 
the previous tussles between these speedy 
wheelmen. The time was 32m. 39s. 

New York hasbeen bicycle crazy the past 
week. The race has been the talk all over 
the three cities. Inhotels, in barber shops 
and sporting resorts the merits of the riders 
were discussed. Special extras were issued 
to supply the demand. The EVENING 
WorLp’s bulletins were surrounded by 
throngs as in base ball days. 

Madison Square Garden was packed to- 
night at $1 a piece, the price having been 
double, so great was the jam Friday. 
The cheering and waving of hand- 
kerchiefs resembled scenes at a na- 
tional political convention. After Ashinger 
staid with the five-mile racers 


for the fifty laps when they were going ata 
twenty mile gait, the cheering and waving of 
handkerchiefs and hats lasted several 
minutes. When Jack Prince, carrying the 
stars and stripes, beat Howell, the English- 
man, the 8,000 people rose en masse jand 
yelled for five minutes. 
THE WORLD’S RECORD BROKEN. 

When Martin broke the world’s record of 
1,405 miles at 12:23 p. m., there was wild 
cheering and he speeded around carrying the 
American and Irish flags. Schock, whose 
record it was that was gdemolished, smiled 
4 A atthe demonstration. He had up to 

his time sl+pt only ten hours since the race 
commenced and had been off the track only 
sixteen hours all told. He beat Schock’s six- 
day record by 9 hours and 37 minutes. 

At 12:55 Martin and Ashinger were both 
resting for the wind-up this afternoon and 
evening. 

THE WINNER. 

Wm. Martin, who won, took the lead from 
Ashinger at 3 o0’clock Tuesday morning, and 
never lost it after that. The determined ut - 
tle rider, who hus been called an Irishman, 
althougha native of the Emerald Isle, is 
really more of an American, having come to 
this country when only 8 years old. He hails 
from Detroit and was atone timea regular

in the United States army, having enlisted at 
Fort Omaha, Neb., in 188 He got an 
honorable discharge from the army on ac- 
count of an injury which he received in the 
service. Afterwards he took up cycling as a 
means of recreation, and has participated in 
a number of short distance races. e isa 
Strict temperance man, and does not drink, 
smoke or chew, 
HE 18 ATHLETE LEONARD. 

From the time the race started it has been 
claimed that J. Albert was really the well- 
known runner and athlete who has taken 
part in a number of amateur athletic games 
under the name of E. K. Leonard. He won 
the one mile run at the Brooklyn 
Heights games at Manhattan Field recently, 
and has won various other events. It is 
claimed that his name is neither Leonard nor 
Albert, and that he is a professional who has 
been ea tees a as an amateur. Albert 
admitted to-day that he is the well known 
athlete, E. K. Leonara, — of the Stuy- 
vesant Club and member of the Manhattans. 

HEADERS. 

Several @mes during the week slight acct- 
dents occurred to riders, and these were 
usually due to their falling asleep on their 
wheels. The first accident occurred Monday, 
when Robb, the English rider, in trying to 
pass Ashinger, looked behind him and 
missing bis pedal, plunged headlong into one 
ofthe boxes. He was rendered unconscious 
for a while. The accident occurred 
at ai particularly unfortunate time, 
for Robb was tryin to beat 'Morgan’s 
world’s record of 236 miles without dismount- 
ing. Had he not met with this accident Robb 
would almost certainly have broken the 
record, as he was only four miles behind 
Morgan’s score at the time. Ashinger re- 
ceived a header on Friday by falling asleep on 
his wheel. At 6 o’clock yesterday mornin 
Albert and Boyst collided. They were both 
asleep on their bicycles. They fell in a hea 
on the track and everybody thought they haa 
been seriously injured. hen the trainers 
reached the spot where the riders had fallen 
they found both men fast asleep where they 
fell. They were picked up and placed on 
their bicycles and started off again.

HOW SHE BOUGHT THE CASTLE. 

The histo of Craig-y-Nos (Rock of the 
Night) andthe manner in which Mme. Patti 
acquired it has never yet been correctly told 
in an American per. Her attention was 
attracted to the old castle, built in 1842, 
she was on an excursion in the Swansea val- 
ley with a party of picnickers in 1875. She at 
once made a proposition to buy, and she se- 
cured the property at a moderatecost. Since 
then she spent $500,000 on its improve- 
ment. She is quite sure that the atmospheric 
conditions there are more favorable to the 
preservation of her voice than arethe at- 
mospheric conditions anywhere elseon the 
habitable globe. 

It must cost the lady an enormous sum to 
maintain her theater. In addition to the 
artists that she must constantly have at tie 
castle, there are thirty pieces in the or- 
chestra, and as nothing is lacking in the way 
of illumination, stage-setting, etc., the ex- 
pense mounts up into the thousands. 

REMEMBERS NEW YORK. 

Mme. Patti’s full name, as written down by 
herself, is Adelina Maria COlorinda /Patti- 
Nicolini, and she was born at Madrid, Feb. 
19, 1841. Her sion as well as her 
talent for music is an hereditary one. Her 
first appearance on the operatic stage was 
in this city in 1859. Forsome years previous 
to that she had lived with her paretits, who 
were in reduced circumstances, on Tenth 
street.

RED JACKET’S MONUMENT, 


Reminiscences of the Great Chief’s Oratori- 
cal and Scalping Days. 

The erection of a monument to Red Jacket, 
Chief of the Senecas, is a tribute doubtless 
due to one who held the frst rank among 
Indian orators, although in his last years he 
fell somewhat from his high estate in the 
estimation of his American friends by his 
hearty detestation of Missionaries and cold 
water. The writer of this, some twenty 


years after his death, visited the old Chiet’s 
reservation on the occasion of the annual 
celebration of the Green corn dance, and 
there obtained some information regarding 
his character and history, from those among 
his nation, as well as from a number of white 
visitors from Buffalo, Lockport and Batavia, 
who knew Red Jacket while alive. There 
were also present atthe festival the sisters 
of Gen. Ell Parker, members of the neca 
tribe, well educated and accomplished girls, 
but their brother who suggested the design 
of the monument was then absent, en 

in engineering on the canal eniargement. 
About 1870, I met Gen. Parker, the then Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs, at the great 
Ockmelgee Council, In the Creek Nation, 
and recalled to his attention the circum- 
stances attending a visit to his people, and he 
confirmed some impressions there obta 
regarding the dead chief. Red Jacket was old 
enough to take an active part in the war of 
the revolution, joining the British Indian 
allies, against the Americans. He obtained 
the designation by which he became known, 
Red Jacket, because he wore a suit of the 
red coats worn by the British soldiers. He 
was held by his tribe, and by ee, 
writers, to be a very great man, and as an 
orator of peculiar Indian eloquence, was per- 
haps unexcelled by any of his race. A large 
measure of his fame for eloquence was due 
to the poet, Fitz Green Halleck, in his apos- 
trophe to the portrait of the Chief while gaz- 
ing upon it: 

In all its medalled, fringed and beaded glory. 
But the poet rather oversteps the truth when 
he ascri among other great qualities to 
his hero.

Jay Cooke Says He Has No Practical 
Knowledge of Money Matters. 


THE GREAT FINANCIER TELLS HOW HE 
PLACED A GOVERNMENT LOA. 


He Gives the History of the Birth and 
Development of the Northern Pacific 
Road—The Demonetization of Silver 
Denounced as a Crime—‘‘Gibralter,’’ 
His Fortified Home on Lake Erie. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

GIBRALTER, Oct. 23.—**Despite John Sher - 
man’s protest Jay Cooke’s advertisement at 
the national loan was the basis of settlement 
with our national creditors. I was not par- 
ticularly interested in the contest more than 
to prove how true this Government was to its 
Obligations. When Mr. Sherman proposed 
to pay the United States bonds in green- 
backs, I protested, and the result shows that 
it had some effect. My understanding of the 
law was when I place 4 the loan that the re- 
demption was to be in coin, and I so stated. 
Mr. Sherman tookthe other view and was 
beaten.’’ 

Jay Cooke was in an exceedingly interest.

Our first sight of Tembinok’ was a matter 
of concern, almost alarm, to my whole 
party. We had a fame to seek, we ap- 
proached in the proper courtly attitude of a 
suitor, and must either please him or fail in 
the main purpose of our voyage. It was our 
wish to land and live in Apemama, and see 
more near at hand the odd character of the 
man and the odd or rather ancient condition 
In all other isles of the South 
Seasa white man may land with his chest 
and set up house for a life time, if he choose, 
and have the money or the trade; no hin- 
Grance ig conceivable. But Apemama is 
a close island, lying there in the sea with 
closed doérs, the King himself, like a vigilant 
officer, ready at the wicket to scrutinize and 
reject intrenching visitors. Hence the at- 
traction of our enterprise, not merely be- 
cause it was a little difficult, but because this 
social quarantine, a curiosity in itself, has 
deen ti preservative of others. 

Tembinok’, like most tyrants, is a conserv- 
ative; unlike most conservatives, he eagerly 
welcomes new ideas, and, exceptin the field 


of politics, leans to practical reform. When. 


the missionaries came, professing a knowl- 
edge of the truth, he readily received them, 
attended their worship, acquired the accom- 
plishment of public praypr and made himself 
a student at their feet. It is thus—itis by 
the cultivation of similar passing chances— 
thathe has learned to read, to write, to 
cipher and to speak his queer, personal En- 
glish, so different from ordinary ‘‘Beach 
de Mar, so much more obscure, expressive 
and condensed. His education at- 
tended to, he found time to become 
critical of the new inmates. Like Nakaela of 
Makin, he is an admirer of silence in the is- 
land, broods over it like a great ear, has spies 
who report daily, and had rather his subjects 
sing than talk. The service, and in partic- 
ular the sermon, came thus sure to become 
eyesores. ‘‘Here in my island, I’peak,’’ he 
once observed to me. My chieps no ’peak— 
do what Italk. He looked at the missionary 
and what did he see? ‘‘See Konna ka peak 
ina dig ’outch!’’ he cried with a strong ring 
of sarcasm. Yet he endured the subversive 
Spectacie, and might even have con- 
tinued to endure it had not a 
fresh point arisen. He look again to 
employ his own figure; and Kanaka was 
no longer speaking. He was doing worse; he 
was building acopra house. The King was 
touched in his chief interests; revenue and 
prerogative were threatened. He considered

TREES IN CENTRAL PARE. 


How They Are Cared For and Nursgd by 
the Gardeners.

NEW YorkK, Oct. 22.—Before the first hard 
frost comes nearly 90.000 tulip bulbs will be 
sleeping in earthy beds within the various 
parks and squares of this town, and fully 
250,000 pansies, daisies and primroses will 
have taken rootand made ready to beautify 
the public grounds next spring. 

For five years past between 5,000 and 10,000 
trees have beeh cut down annually and re- 


moved from the park. This year, for the first 
since 1883, the number has fallen below 10,000, 
and this only because the force of men was 
too small to permit of as much work, as 
needed to be done. The eat garden was 
over - planted at the beginning and this is only 
a process of weeding. 
TREES WITH CHARACTER. 

Trees have almost as much character as 
men and women, and it is the rule of the 
Park Department to study the trees individu- 
ally and to preserve and encourage the good 
while the bad are destroyed and removed. 11 
a poor tree retards the growth ofa fine tree 
the former is removed and the latter is en- 
couraged to develop. In this way -dozens of 
Ul-shaped trees have been enabled to expand 
into health and symmetry. 

An enormous amount of labor and inge- 
nuity has been tp ree in preserving single 
trees. The only Japanese elm in the park, 
and perhaps in the city, stands at the south 
side of the drink, near the entrance at Fifth 
avenue and F street. Its cen 
tral limb blew out in a storm two or three 
Years ago, and since then it has been an 
object of constant solicitude. The hollow 
left in the trunk by the missing limb has 
been carefully gemented, and now the sur- 
rounding branehes are to be encouraged to 
grow in such fashion as to fill up the gap in

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the French Republic Discussed—Other Topics of Interest. 


Senator W. y. Vilas of Wisconsin dis- 
cusses in the Forum the Bennett Law’’ in 
that State from the standpoint of a rational 
individualist or, as he would prefer to put 
it, from a Democratic standpoint. His dis- 
cussion is exhaustive and is a complete re- 
view of the whole subject. The agitation 
over this law has been the subject of much 
misinf tion, and Senator Vilas en- 
deavors to putthe matter in its proper 
light. The agitation did not relate to the 
public schools, their support, government 
or course of instruction, nor to the use or 
care of the school fund, nor to public edu- 
cation in any form. The real controversy 
turned upon the right of the State to gov- 
ern purely private schools and to assume 
the education of children. The Bennett 
law of 1889 required the attendance of the 
child for a period of not less than twelve 
nor more than twenty-four weeks in each 
year, to be fixed annually, in advance of 
Sept. 1, by the School Board in each dis- 
trictor city. Such attendance was com- 
pulsory, and excuse for non-attendance 
was to be made satisfactory to the board as 
final judge. But the most significant pass- 
age of the law around which the contro- 
Versy raged was the following: 

No school shall be regarded as a school 
under this act unless there shall be taught 
therein, as partof the elementary educa- 
tion of children, reading, writing, arith- 
metic and United States history in the En- 
glish language. 

This provision was aimed at the private 
schools and the liberty of the parent’s 
choice in selecting a shoool for his child. 
It was a declaration of the principle that 
the State might regulate education and de- 
prive the parent of his natural rights. It 
was an invasion of individual right and the 
substitution therefore of the right of the 
community in all things. The doctrine 
might be carried farther, but the point of 
contention was the principle itself, 

The fact that the particular studies 
named in this law were required to be 
taught in the English language in no way 
affects the principle. The point is not 

«whether the branch of study is more or less 
desirable for the young, whichisa subor- 
dinate matter of detail, but whether, asa 
matter of fundamental right the Legisla - 
ture may prescribe what shall or shall not 
de taught in private schools, or take the 
child from the parent, however intelligent 
or faithful, to teach what the Legislature 
shall think most beneficial to him or de- 
sirable to the public, that he should 
know.’’ On this the Democratic party of 
Wisconsin took its stand and the repeal of 
the Bennett law was passed by the Legisia- 
ture after the last election. 

Senator Vilas into alengthy discus 
sion of the principles involved and his 
article isa valuable contribution to the sub - 
— of public education, compulsory or 
ree. a 


In a remarkable and eloquent article in 
the North american Review John Russell 
Young, at one time American Minister to 
China, administers a severe rebuke to 
Washington diplomacy in Oriental affairs 
and utters an im warning touching 
the consequences to the United States, and 
indeed to all Occidental nations, the 
present narrow and short-sighted policy be 
not abandoned. Mr. Young contends that 
America’s interests in China are second to 
none, both commercially and politically. 
Our commerce has been suffered to lan 
guish and die for want of the slightest 
moral support and our political interests, 
which will not be fully ripe till the twen- 
tieth century, have been sacrificed at the 
noisy bidding of demagogues who knew not 
the elements of the problem which they 
evaded, but could not solve. 

„We have but to show China that we have 
no American interests in the East, aside 
from the Sandwich Islands, so near to us as 
the autonomy of her empire; that her inde- 
pendence is essential to our commercial 
strength in the Pacific; we have but to pro- 
mulgate Monroe doctrine in the upon 
the lines laid down by Quincy Adams as per- 
tinent to the Gulf of Mexico and the South 
American republics, to havea moral weight 
in her doctrines which no other power could 
hope to emulate or venture successfully to 
deny.’’ Mr. Young further quotes the 
opinion of Gen. Grant, who learned too late 
the importance of the Chinese question. 
The solution of the emigration question 
might bave been found in the ‘‘peaceful 
trending under enlightened guidance, of the 
vast surplus population of the Middle King- 
dom toward the vast island and conti- 
nents wherein they could have the oppor 
tunity our own races have found in America 
and Australasia. Hand in hand, the oldest 
andthe youngest civilizations could have 
Pursued their destiny, the genius of an- 
tiquity resting upon and strengthened by 
tke genius of youth.“ 

The importance of this more humane, if 
not wiser, policy is enforced by a few 
words on the military strength of the Chi- 
nese Empire. The Chinese are nota worn 
out race, but are patient and move slowly. 
But once in motion, they are irresistible 
from mere numbers and are guided by in- 
telligence which Mr. Young thinks of the 
firstorder. And he sees in recent develop- 

ments that the race is feeling a mew life 


and is preparing for an active part in the 


affairs. When China comesto herself and 
speaks it will be with her hand on the hilt 
of the sword. No one can consider the 
present condition of China without feeling 
apprehensive of another of those move- 
ments which have changed the face of em- 
pires and menaced the dignity of civiliza- 
tion. ' 


„Aerial Navigation, is the subject of 
an interesting article by Hiram 8. Maxim, 
the great inventor. The writer is the in- 
ventor of the well-known Maxim gun and 
has also been conducting a series of ex- 
perimentsin aerial navigation which he 
hopes will result in something practical in 
the near future. The article is illustrated 
with numerous cuts which elucidate the 
text and make more intelligent the descrip- 
tions and mathematical calculations with 
which Mr. Maxim explains his subject. The 
prediction is confidently made that the 
probiem will be solved within the next ten 
years. The first use of the new machines 
will not be for the carriage of freight or 
even of passengers, but for military pur- 
poses. Asthey will be of a delicate and 
com plicated nature and will require a high 
order of scientific skill to construct and 
operate them, only nations possessing such 
advantages will at first be able to use them. 
In the opinion of Mr. Maxim France is the 
only country to-day which has these ad- 
vantages, and more backward countries 
will be obliged for some time to come to 
do with the present methods of transfer. 

Following the article by Senator Vilas, a 
summary of which is given elsewhere in 
this column, is one entitled The School 
Controversy in Illinois,’’ by E. M. Winston, 
in which the case for State control and com- 
pulsory education is set forth. Mr. Win- 
ston takes the ground that the Govern- 
ment has a right to compel, within reason- 
able and moderate limits, such education 
as may secure a better and more efficient 
citizensnip.’’ Applying this principle to 
practical affairs Mr. Winston holds that the 
requirements of the Bennett law do not in 
the ‘‘slightest degree justify the opposition, 
but that on the contrary each requirement 
is far less than the State might justly de- 
mand. The State has aright to compel 
the learning of the English language and 
such other laws as N enable it to es 
itself and prevent the multiplication of 
vicious or incapable citizens. Mr. Win- 
ston’s is a forcibie and clear presentation of 
his side of the controversy. The two to- 
gether constitute a valuable survey of the 
— subject from opposite points of 
view.

Some- 
times the eyesight is affected for a time and 
the memory is temporarily wrecked. 
Among Mr. Mines’ companions at Dwight, 
were Congressmen, lawyers, journalists, 
physicians and many others of professional 
and social consequence. When he left at 
the end of six weeks, there were 240 pa- 
tients under Dr. Keeley’s treatment. The 
Bi-Chloride of Gold Club, made up of vic- 
tims of dipsomania, who have been cured 
by that treatment, now numbers 850 mem- 
bers. It is now several months gince Mr. 
Mines left the institute, but he has not felt 
any craving for alcoholic drink, and be- 
lieves himself cured. 


Henry Wood writes at length in the Arena 
of the mind cure. One reason, says he, 
for the prevailing adverse prejudice is 
that this new thought disturbs the founda- 
tion stones of existing systems and creeds. 
The liieralism and externality of formulated 
theology are rebuked by the simplicity of 
the spiritual and internal forces which are 
here brought to ght. He does not con- 
sider a knowledge of pathology or even of 
anatomy necessary for a mental healer 
tor if the principle of mentality rather 
than physiology should furnish the field for 
operations, in order to heal, the mind of 
the patient must be broughtinto unison 
with that of the practitioner, and there- 
fore, the latter must wash his own mind 
clear of specters and even of studies of 
disease, and fill it toove riowing with ideals 
of health and harmony. 

The one great principle which underlies 
all mind healing is contained in the as- 
sumption that all primary causation re- 
lating to the human organism is mental or 
spiritual. The mind, which is the real man, 
is the cause and the body the result. The 
mind is the expressor and the body the ex- 
pression. The inner life forces build the 
body, and not the body the life forces. The 
thought forms the drain, and not the brain 
the thought. The physical man is but the 
printed page or external manifestation of 
the intrinsic man, which is higher and 
back of him. 

Mr. Wood points out that a superstitious 
faith is often effective, and cites the well- 
known device of bread pills, besides the 
many examples of magical cures among 
savages, which are undoubtedly cases of 
pseudo-mind cure. But the true mind cure 
is rational and consists im bringing back 
the mind of the patient to a harmony with 
the higher influences of life. Speaking of 
the healer himself, Mr. Wood says he must 
be an -‘‘oVerfiowing of love and 
good will. He is but a conduit through 
which flows the divine repletion. He makes
